Smoke, but No New Pope 


Thousands watch Vatican chimney for word from cardinals 


VATICAN CITY I Black smoke streamed from 
the Sistine Chapel’s chimney Monday to sig- 
nal that cardinals failed to select a new pope 
in their first round of voting, held just hours 
after they began their historic task: finding 
a leader capable of building on John Paul II’s 
spiritual energy while keeping modern rifts 
from tearing deeper into the church. 

“It seems white. ... No, no, it’s black!” 
reported Vatican Radio as the first pale 
wisps slipped out from the narrow pipe 


and then quickly darkened. 

As millions around the world watched on 
television, at least 40,000 people waited in St. 
Peter’s Square with all eyes on the chimney, 
where smoke from the burned ballots would 
give the first word of the conclave : white mean- 
ing a new pontiff, black showing that the secret 
gathering will continue Tuesday. 

In the last moments of twilight, the pil- 


grims began to point and gasp. “What is it? 
White? Black?” hundreds cried out. In a few 
seconds it was clear the 115 cardinals from 
six continents could not find the two -thirds 
majority needed to elect the new leader for 
the world’s 1.1 billion Roman Catholics. Only 
one vote was held Monday. 

It was the first time in more than a gen- 
eration that crowds stared at the chimney 
for the famous smoke and word of a new

Lawmakers to Move on Bolton Bid 


Tuesday vote planned 
by Senate panel for 
U.N. envoy nominee 

WASHINGTON I A trickle of allega- 
tions, some anonymous, paint the 
Bush administration’s choice for 
U.N. ambassador as an imperious 
hothead who dressed down junior 
bureaucrats and withheld informa- 
tion from his superiors. 

John R. Bolton hasn’t been talk- 
ing since his confirmation hearing, 


but the Bush administration is dis- 
missing the complaints against him 
as trifling. A showdown Senate 
committee vote 
is planned for 
Tuesday. 

Secretary of 
State Condoleezza 
Rice “is still confi- 
dent he’ll make a 
good representa- 
tive for the United 
States,” State Department spokes- 
man Richard Boucher said Monday. 


“That’s what the president believed 
in nominating him. And they still 
support the nomination.” 

Bolton is a harsh critic of the 
United Nations bureaucracy and 
thus a provocative choice to be 
Washington’s representative to the 
world body. Most of the allegations 
that have accompanied his nomina- 
tion, however, concern his personal 
dealings and judgment. 

Most of the eight Democrats on 
the committee have said they plan 
to vote against Bolton on Tuesday. 


Two of the 10 Republicans — Sens. 
Lincoln Chafee of Rhode Island and 
Chuck Hagel of Nebraska — have 
expressed reservations. Democrats’ 
hopes of defeating Bolton lie in 
swaying one or both to defect. 

Hagel said Sunday he planned 
to support Bolton, “if there’s noth- 
ing more that comes out.” 

Chafee has not commented since 
last week, when he said he planned 
to support Bolton even though “he 
would not be my choice” for the job.

Concerns Raised 
Over Painkillers 


Study casts doubt on 
how drugs like Advil, 
Aleve affect the heart 

ANAHEIM, CALIF. I With prescription 
drugs Vioxx and Bextra already 
pulled from the market, a study has 
raised disturbing questions about 
the heart safety of long-term use of 
over-the-counter pain relievers such 
as Advil, Motrin and Aleve. 

Smokers in Norway who took 
such drugs for at least six months 
had twice the risk of dying of a heart 
attack, stroke or other heart-relat- 
ed problem. 

The findings came from a study 
of whether these pain relievers could 
prevent oral cancer. The drugs did, 
in fact, cut the risk of developing 
oral cancer in half, but the deaths 
that were prevented were offset by 
the increased risk of dying from car- 
diovascular disease, according to 
the study, reported Monday at an 
American Association for Cancer 
Research conference in Anaheim. 

The study was relatively small — 
908 people — and involved people 


prone to heart problems and cancer 
because they smoked. But specialists 
said it supports the Food and Drug 
Administration’s recent decision to 
warn about long-term use of all such 
painkillers except aspirin. 

The findings add to the suspicion 
that the heart risk extends beyond 
the so-called cox-2 drugs — Bextra, 
Vioxx and Celebrex — to the larg- 
er family of medications known as 
non-steroidal anti-inflammatory 
drugs, which include naproxen, ibu- 
profen and virtually all other over- 
the-counter pain relievers except 
acetaminophen or Tylenol. 

In recent months, many doc- 
tors have switched patients to 
these over-the-counter medica- 
tions, believing them to be safer 
alternatives. 

Merck & Co. pulled Vioxx from 
the market last fall when a different 
study, testing whether it could pre- 
vent colon cancer, showed a higher 
heart disease risk. The FDA recently 
persuaded Pfizer Inc. to stop sell- 
ing Bextra for safety reasons, but 
Pfizer’s Celebrex was allowed to 
remain, marilynn marchion (ap)

State Won’t Work 
On Terror Report 

WASHINGTON I The State Depart- 
ment has decided to stop publish- 
ing an annual statistical account of 
terror incidents worldwide, turning 
the task over to a government coun- 
terterrorism center established last 
year by Congress. 


Last year, the department 
reported a decline in significant 
incidents of terrorism and then 
had to issue a corrected version 
showing an increase. 

This year, the State Department 
again will, however, provide to 
Congress by April 30 a country- 
by-country assessment of terrorism 
and will again list organizations it 
accuses of supporting terror, (ap) 


Court Takes Hallucinogenic Tea Case 


WASHINGTON! The Supreme Court 
agreed Monday to consider whether 
a church in New Mexico can con- 
tinue using hallucinogenic tea in 
its religious services. 

At issue is whether use of the tea, 
which contains a drug banned under 
the federal Controlled Substances 
Act, is protected under freedom of 
religion laws. The Bush administra- 
tion contends the tea is illegal and 


use of it is potentially dangerous 
for church members. 

Justices will review a lower court 
ruling that allowed the Brazil- 
based church — O Centro Espirita 
Beneficiente Uniao do Vegetal — to 
use the hoasca tea while the case 
was appealed. The church, which 
has about 140 members in the U.S., 
says the brew is a central sacrament 
in its religious practice, (ap)

U.S. Hails Iraqi Operation in Madain 


Sunnis say ‘crisis’ was 
hoax; Saddam should 
face death, say Shiites 

MADAIN, IRAQ I Hundreds of Iraqi 
security forces launched an oper- 
ation Monday to root out Sunni 
insurgents at the tip of Iraq’s 
“Triangle of Death,” finding weap- 
ons and car bombs but no hostag- 
es despite reports that up to 100 
Shiites may have been seized. 

Iraqi forces fanned through the 
dusty streets of the town south of 
Baghdad and took positions on 
rooftops even as Sunni leaders 
dismissed the reports of a hostage 
crisis as a hoax. 

The U.S. military called the 
operation in Madain a significant 
step forward in the training of Iraqi 
forces, which is key to America’s 
exit strategy in the 2 -year- old war. 
American troops were on standby in

“This is something that can- 
not be discussed at all,” said Ali 
al-Dabagh, a lawmaker from the 
Shiite clergy-led United Iraqi 
Alliance. “We feel he is a criminal. 
He is the No. 1 criminal in the world. 
He is a murderer.” 

Interim President Jalal 
Talabani was quoted by the British 
Broadcasting Corp. on Monday as 
saying he likely would abstain 
from signing any execution order 
because of his opposition to the 
death penalty. 

“I personally signed a call for end- 
ing execution throughout the world, 
and I’m respecting my signature,” 
Talabani told the BBC. He conced- 
ed, however, that he was probably 
alone in the government in holding 
this view. No date has been set for

Despite Expectations, 
Italy’s PM Doesn’t Resign 


TORONTO I Canada opened its arms 
wider to foreigners Monday, enticing 
international students to join its 
work force and making it easier for 
immigrant parents to join their chil- 
dren in Canada. 

Immigration Minister Joe Volpe 
said Monday he hopes to triple the 
approvals of parents and grandpar- 


ents seeking citizenship to some 
18,000 a year. He said those wait- 
ing for their visas would be granted 
five -year, multiple - entry visas . 

Volpe also said the work rules 
for foreign students will be relaxed. 
They’ll be able to work off campus 
and, once graduated, can work for 
two years instead of one. (ap) 


Berlusconi remains at 
helm even though his 
coalition is faltering 

ROME I Premier Silvio Berlusconi on 
Monday defied predictions that he 
would quit as head of his weakened 
center-right government, prompting 
opposition charges that he was turn- 
ing Italian politics into a joke. 

Berlusconi’s meeting with 
President Carlo Azeglio Ciampi — 
to whom he would have to submit his 
resignation — topped a day of intense 
talks as the media magnate tries to 
find a way out of the worst political 
crisis of his four years in power. 

When asked by reporters ifhe had 
handed in his resignation, Berlusconi 
responded, “No,” the ANSA news 
agency reported. Berlusconi was 


quoted as saying he would explain 
the situation in parliament, but it was 
unclear when he would do so. 

Resigning to form a new gov- 
ernment is a 
technique often 
used by Italian 
premiers to 
strengthen falter- 
ing coalitions, but 
Berlusconi has 
always resisted, 
sensing it would 
dent his image as a new- style pol- 
itician. 

The premier’s decision not to 
step down surprised friends and 
foes, and left the country wonder- 
ing whether he was closer to solv- 
ing problems with his conservative 
allies or still locked in a stalemate

The Faithful in Waiting 



Catholics from every 
corner of globe turn 
watchful eye to Rome 

In village churches in Nigeria, 
crumbling cathedrals in Latin 
America, underground parish- 
es in China and lavish temples 
in Europe, the faithful waited. A 
billion Catholics focused on 115 
sequestered men likely to narrow 
their ranks to one: the next leader 
of the Roman Catholic Church. 

Major theological issues were at 
stake as the cardinals convened at 
the Sistine Chapel on Monday, but 
many faithful were simply cheering 
on homegrown sons. 

“What we want is a good 
pope, but it would be better if he’s 
Colombian,” said Graciela Antunes, 
who sells cigarettes and candy 
on the sidewalks of Pereira, the 
Colombian town where Cardinal 
Dario Castrillon, one of the possi- 
ble candidates, made his mark. 

Antunes said she hoped a local 
pope could help ease the nation’s pov- 
erty, violence and other woes. “We 
really need help here,” she said. 

At the Nigerian cathedral where 
papal contender Cardinal Francis 
Arinze looked after his flock before 
moving to the Vatican, Clement 
Nwuba, a 48 -year- old teacher, 
contemplated the possibility that 
a fellow countryman could become 
the first modern African pope. 

“I don’t think the West is ready 
for an African pope,” he said. “But 
the fact that Arinze is being men- 


tioned means it won’t be long before 
an African gets the responsibility.” 

In Mexico, which had a pos- 
sible papal candidate in Cardinal 
Norberto Rivera, church authori- 
ties discouraged any lobbying. On 


Sunday, a Mexico City priest asked 
his flock whether it would promise 
to love the next pope as much as 
John Paul II, who was hugely pop- 
ular in Mexico. The congregation 
yelled in unison: “Yes!” (ap)

VATICAN CITY I As soon as he says 
“yes” to being pope, the new head 
of the Roman Catholic Church will 
make his first major decision: He’ll 
choose a new name. 

He will be free to choose from any 
of his 264 predecessors, use his own 
name or pick something new. 

In the early church, most popes 
kept their own names, which ac- 
counts for Adeodatus, Formosus 
and Anastasius Bibliothecarius. 

Choosing a new name did not 
become a tradition until 996, 


when Bruno, the first German 
pope, became known as Gregory 
V. Over the centuries, the most pop- 
ular name has been John. Twenty- 
three popes have taken the name 
of Jesus’ most beloved apostle, fol- 
lowed by 16 Gregories. 

The next pope also could choose 
the name John Paul III, thus 
embracing the formidable lega- 
cy of his predecessor. To be sure, 
whatever name the new pope choos- 
es, Vatican -watchers will read the 
choice like tea leaves, (ap)

Nine-Year-Old Girl Dies in Bus Crash

14 other students hurt 
following accident 
en route to Va. school 

ARLINGTON, VA. I A school bus car- 
rying children to an elementary 
school collided with a trash truck 
Monday, killing one child and injur- 
ing 14 others. 

Lilibeth Gomez, 9, a third- 
grader, was killed in the head-on 
crash near a busy intersection, said 
Arlington Schools Superintendent 
Robert G. Smith. Her younger sister, 
whose name was not released, also 
was on the bus but was not seriously 
injured, school officials said. 

“Our hearts go out to the parents 
of the child who died,” Smith said. 

Two of the children remained 
hospitalized Monday afternoon at 
Children’s Hospital. A boy, 7, was 
in critical condition, and a girl, 11, 
was in serious condition. The other 
injured children were released to 
their parents after being treated at 


Virginia Hospital Center. 

The bus driver, a 37-year- old 
woman, underwent surgery for 
non -life -threatening injuries and 


remained hospitalized. Her name 
was not released. She had been driv- 
ing for Arlington County since 1994 
and had an “unblemished” record, 


Smith said. 

Witnesses told police the driver 
was thrown from the vehicle, but 
still managed to get up and help 
the injured children, said Arlington 
County Police Chief Doug Scott. 

The trash truck driver, who 
worked for AAA Recycling and Trash 
Removal Services, was also critically 
injured. His name was not released 
but authorities said he is 42. 

Arlington County Police, Virginia 
State Police and the National 
Transportation Safety Board were 
investigating the crash. Authorities 
did not say who was at fault. 

Speed did not appear to be a fac- 
tor and there was no indication that 
either driver tried to stop, police said. 

The bus was headed to Hoffman- 
Boston Elementary School, carrying 
15 children in kindergarten through 
fifth grade. The driver was appar- 
ently trying to turn left when the 
bus collided with the large blue trash 
truck heading in the opposite direc- 
tion, authorities said, lisa goddard (ap) 


Va. Jihad Case in 
Hands of the Jury 

ALEXANDRIA, VA. I The government’s 
prosecution of a prominent Islamic 
scholar accused of recruiting for the 
Taliban in the aftermath of the 
Sept. 11 attacks is an assault on 
religious freedom, a defense law- 
yer said Monday during the trial’s 
closing arguments. 

“The government wants you to 
think Islam is your enemy,” said 
Edward MacMahon, who repre- 
sents Ali al-Timimi, 41, of Fairfax. 
“They want you to dislike him so 
much because of what he said that 
you’ll ignore the lack of evidence.” 

The government contends that 
al-Timimi told his followers during 
a secret meeting on Sept. 16, 2001, 
that they were obliged as Muslims to 
defend the Taliban against a loom- 
ing U.S. invasion. 

Al-Timimi is facing a 10 -count 
indictment that includes charges of 
soliciting others to levy war against the 
United States and attempting to aid 
the Taliban. If convicted, al-Timimi 
faces up to life in prison, (ap) 


Judge Favors D.C. in Hazmat Ruling 


WASHINGTON I A federal judge 
Monday rejected an attempt by 
CSX Transportation Inc. to stop 
the District of Columbia’s ban on 
hazardous rail shipments from tak- 
ing effect this week. 

U.S. District Court Judge Emmet 
G. Sullivan rejected arguments from 
CSX and several federal agencies 
that the city did not have authority 


to ban hazardous chemicals from 
being transported within about two 
miles of the Capitol. 

Mayor Anthony A. Williams 
signed the law in February, cit- 
ing studies that show a terrorist 
attack on such cargo could kill up 
to 100,000 people. The ban takes 
effect Wednesday. 

While Sullivan’s ruling only deals 


with CSX’s request for an injunction 
blocking the law until the merits 
of the case are decided, it still was 
a major victory for the District of 
Columbia. Cities elsewhere are con- 
sidering similar legislation and are 
closely watching the case. 

CSX has acknowledged that if 
Washington succeeds, others could

ST. PAUL, MINN. I Discount retailer 
Target Corp. will no longer allow 
unfettered access to cold medicines 
that are used to make the illegal 
stimulant methamphetamine. 

Target stores nationwide will pull 
many cold, allergy and cough rem- 
edies from their regular shelves and 
sell them only from pharmacy coun- 
ters, the company said Monday. 

The restrictions apply to all over- 
the-counter drugs containing pseu- 
doephedrine, including children’s 
medicines, spokeswoman Carolyn 
Brookter said. Pseudoephedrine is a 
key ingredient for meth, which can 
be made in makeshift labs. 

The products won’t be sold at 
all by about 300 Target stores that 
don’t have pharmacies. Target oper-

ates 1,330 stores in 47 states and is 
the nation’s second largest discount 
retailer after Wal-Mart.

‘Modesty of 
Patients Is 
Considered 


RELIGION I Dr. Caryn Andrews, 
of Northwest Hospital Center in 
Randallstown, Md., thought cultur- 
al modesty may discourage Jewish 
women from breast cancer screen- 
ings. She believed health care pro- 
cedures, such as disrobing or having 
physical contact with a technician, 
could clash with “tzeniut,” the notion 
of Hebrew modesty. 

In her research, Andrews also 
found studies of Muslims, Asians 
and the Amish showing modesty “is 
an issue of health care utilization,” 
she said. But before she could prove 
anything, Andrews had to define a 
concept with attributes not easy to 
measure quantitatively. “No one had 
defined modesty,” she said. 

The result, Andrews said, was a 
“modesty scale” to measure levels 
of modesty. Hospitals nationwide 
are now looking at ways of using the 
tool, she said, and it will help study

whether modesty standards hinder 
health care, and, if so, how to give 
care without violating them. 

“It may mean something as sim- 
ple as putting up a curtain, or not 
leaving someone uncovered while 
waiting for a provider,” Andrews 
said.

New magnet system 
makes catheter heart 
surgery faster, easier 

SURGERY I Sometimes the heart’s 
electrical wiring goes haywire, 
causing it to rev up dangerously 
and beat much faster than normal 
— a condition called tachycardia. 
Prescription drugs can curb such epi- 
sodes, but they have negative side 
effects. There’s also a more perma- 
nent solution: catheter ablation. 

It’s a procedure in which a thin 
tube or catheter is inserted into the 
patient’s heart via a blood vessel in 
the groin, and either a very hot or 
very cold tip destroys the heart’s 
faulting wiring. As with all cathe- 
ter procedures, it requires patience 
and the hands of a pool sharp in 
order to twist, turn and torque the 
catheter tip to precisely the right 
spot in the heart. 

Now a new magnetic-naviga- 


tion device, which uses remote con- 
trol, could make such procedures 

— especially the most complex cases 

— faster, easier and safer. While the 
technology is complex, the idea is 
simple: A magnetic field moves the 


magnet-tipped catheter within the 
body quickly and accurately. 

As of Dec. 30, the Niobe magnet- 
ic navigation system was installed 
in 30 hospitals nationwide, garret

Armstrong announces 
he’ll retire after trying 
for seventh Tour win 

CYCLING I Lance Armstrong is 
retiring after this year’s Tour de 
France, ending a cycling career in 
which he inspired millions by over- 
coming testicular cancer to win his 
sport’s signature event a record six 
straight times. 

Armstrong said he remains “fully 
committed” to winning his seventh 
straight Tour de France this year and 
is driven “by that dream to go out on 
top. That’s a big deal to me.” 

Speculation regarding 
Armstrong’s future had grown in 
recent months, fueled by the rider’s 
comments that he wanted to spend 
more time with his three children 
and step up his efforts in raising 
awareness and funds for fighting 
cancer. 

“Ultimately, athletes have to retire 
... the body doesn’t just keep going 
and going,” Armstrong said. 

Monday’s announcement came 
on the eve of Armstrong’s defense 
of his Tour of Georgia champion- 
ship. The six- day, 648 -mile event 
he uses as a training tool for the 
Tour de France begins Tuesday in 
Augusta, Georgia. 

Armstrong said the Georgia race 
could be his last professional com- 
petition in America, though he left 
open the possibility of racing in May 
at another practice event before the 
Tour de France.

‘Catherine the Great’ Reigns Again 

American Culpepper finishes fourth in Boston 


RUNNING I Twenty-five years after 
Rosie Ruiz came out of nowhere 
to “win” the Boston Marathon, 
Catherine Ndereba staged a rally 
almost as improbable. 

Trailing by four football fields 
at the halfway point, the Kenyan 
known as “Catherine the Great” 
caught Elfenesh Alemu to win an 
unprecedented fourth women’s title 
Monday, finishing in 2 hours, 25 
minutes, 13 seconds. 

Ethiopia’s Hailu Negussie cov- 
ered the 26.2-mile course from 


Hopkinton to Boston’s Back Bay 
in a heat- slowed 2:11:45 for the 
men’s title. Alan Culpepper plac- 
ing fourth in the best finish for an 
American since Dave Gordon was 
fourth in 1987. 

Ruiz became one of the most 
notorious cheaters in sports his- 
tory when she was declared the 
winner of the 1980 race despite 
running only about a mile before 
being exposed. 

Ndereba didn’t need any trickery 
to beat Alemu for the second con- 


secutive year. Last year’s 16 -second 
gap tied the closest in the history 
of the women’s race, but Ndereba 
won this year by 1:50. 

Alemu was in the lead pack 
from the fifth mile in Framingham, 
pulling away at Wellesley College 
to open an 80 -second lead at the 
13.1-mile mark. Ndereba pulled 
even with the Ethiopian at the 
crest of Heartbreak Hill, about 
two hours into the race. 

They ran side-by-side past Boston 
College onto Beacon Street before 
Alemu fell back at Cleveland Circle 
in Brookline, jimmy golen (ap)

Are You Ready for ESPN? 


After 35 years, ‘Monday 
Night Football’ leaves 
ABC for basic cable 

TELEVISION I The NFL’s “Monday 
Night Football,” a hallmark of televi- 
sion sports programming since the 
days of Howard Cosell, is leaving 
ABC after 35 years for ESPN start- 
ing with the 2006 season. 

The NFL’s new broadcast deal 
also brings football back to NBC for 
the first time in six years. NBC will 


take over the Sunday night games 
previously broadcast on ESPN, and 
plans to use a flexible scheduling 
model that ensures meaningful 
games will be played in that slot 
late in the season. 

The Monday night move to basic 
cable, which includes an earlier 
start time of 8:40 p.m. eastern, is 
expected to cost ESPN $1.1 billion 
over eight years, two sources told 
The Associated Press on condition 
of anonymity. 

NBC will get the Sunday night 


package for $600 million over six 
years, according to the sources. The 
network will also get the Super Bowl 
in 2009 and 2012 as part of the deal, 
one of the sources said. 

The NFL will continue to show 
all cable games on free, over-the air 
television in home markets. That 
means that local stations will carry 
ESPN’s Monday night games in the 
cities of the teams involved. 

The moves leave ABC as the only 
major network without NFL foot- 
ball.

Fiona Apple’s third 
album seems to have 
fallen into a black hole 

GONE MISSING I Who upset the 
Apple cart? 

Nobody’s taking credit for spill- 
ing Fiona Apple’s unreleased (and 
possibly unfinished) third album all 
over the Internet, but the action has 
upped the ante in what’s become a 
huge art-versus-commerce dust-up 
for pop music. 

Now Apple’s record company is 
cracking down, she has clammed 
up and fans are still manning the 
barricades. 

The New York-bred singer- 
songwriter whose first two albums, 
1997’s “Tidal” and 1999’s “When the 
Pawn ...,” made her a commercial 
and critical success is a perfect cen- 
terpiece for this drama. Edgy and 
vulnerable, mercurial and uncom- 
promising, she’s the heroine of a fer- 
vent cult and a classic potential vic- 
tim of the crass music business. 

Despite her initial impact, 
Apple was a high-maintenance 
renegade, refusing to play by the 
record industry’s rules. That earned 
her ridicule from the mainstream, 
and intense loyalty from fans who 


identified with her idealism and 
emotional openness. 

So it’s understandable that there 
would be high anticipation for her 
first new music in six years. Trouble 
is, with both Apple and her label, 
Sony’s Epic Records, declining 
interview requests, it’s unclear 
what really happened to it. 

Fans who are protesting 


with demonstrations at Sony 
headquarters and petitions at 
www.freefiona.com and by send- 
ing apples to Epic executives say 
that the singer turned in her album, 
“Extraordinary Machine,” in May 
2003 and that the label decided 
not to release it because they didn’t 
think it would sell enough to justify 
its costs. Sources at the label con- 


tend that Apple’s submission was a 
work-in-progress, not a completed 
recording. 

The matter became an issue 
when two tracks from the collec- 
tion, then the entire 11-song album, 
appeared on the Internet. Seattle 
discjockey Andrew Harms obtained 
the album and began playing it. 

Epic has made two vague state- 
ments. The first concluded, “Fiona 
has not yet delivered her next album 
to Epic, but we join music lovers 
everywhere in eagerly anticipat- 
ing her next release.” A shorter 
statement said simply: “Epic is 
continuing to work with Fiona’s 
management toward the release 
of this project.” The company has 
been warning Web sites that have 
posted the music to remove those 
files or face legal action. 

If the saga is cloudy, the music 
itself is unambiguously potent. 
One rumor floating through the 
instant mythology of “Extraordinary 
Machine” is that Apple herself 
wasn’t happy with it. But if the 
album eventually comes out in any- 
thing close to the form that could 
be downloaded from the Internet, it 
will mark a striking artistic advance 
for an already formidable musician.

CHURCH OF MOZ: For Morrissey, gloomy 
intellectual irony is its own reward. 


Smiths classics. 

Morrissey’s voice sounds remark- 
ably strong on songs like “The 
World Is Full of Crashing Bores” 
and “Irish Blood, English Heart” 
— both from his 2004 disc “You 
Are the Quarry.” 

Always renowned for his poetic, 
intimate lyrics, Morrissey also plac- 
es himself in the realm of deity on “I 
Have Forgiven Jesus.” But a great- 
er lyrical achievement is a Smiths 
classic: “Rubber Ring.” It remains 
one of the best songs ever written 
about listening to songs. 

But “Who Put the M in 
Manchester” offers little healing. 
Instead, the DVD is more of a shin- 
ing altar to a worthy, but comically 
bigheaded, well-dressed idol.

B 0 0 KS I Which famous people were 
expelled from school? What word 
can be made by rearranging the let- 
ters in “Britney Spears”? And who 
the heck is Pete in the expression 
“for Pete’s sake”? 

These and hundreds of other 
questions — many of which you’d 
probably never ask — are answered 
with the information found in four 
recent books. 

Those who treasure trivia will 
find a bumper crop of the stuff in 
“That Book ... of Perfectly Useless 
Information” (Morrow, $14.95). 
Mitchell Symons has filled 372 
pages with little-known facts 
about birds, insects, animals, the 
arts, words and people. 

For example, who knew that the 
longest recorded flight of a chick- 
en is 13 seconds? Or that no former 
U.S. president has died in May? Or 
that actress Melissa Joan Hart can 
recite the mathematical pi to 400 
decimal points? 

Following “Schott’s Original 
Miscellany” comes “Schott’s Food & 
Drink Miscellany” (Bloomsbury), for 
those who have devoured the origi- 
nal and are hungry for more. 

Here, Ben Schott has arranged 
entries, diagrams and lists that 
impart information about edi- 
bles, potables and related mat- 
ters. Offered are various ways to 
say grace, how olive oil is classi- 
fied, how to ask for the bill in sev- 
eral languages (including Arabic, 
Swahili and Morse code), the his- 
tory of Melba toast and the names 
of movies about cannibalism. 

According to Schott’s research, 
not every exotic meat tastes like 
chicken. Hippopotamus tastes like 
beef and Nephila spider like pota- 
toes — and if you want a “salad” 
with that, try termites, which, it 
says here, taste like lettuce. 

There’s no telling what you’ll find 
in “The Uncyclopedia: Everything

although usually not in the bathroom. 


You Never Knew You Wanted 
To Know” (Hyperion) by Gideon 
Haigh. 

Maybe you “Kant” list 20 songs 
that have the names of philosophers 
in their titles, but Haigh can: His list 
includes “Nietzsche With a Pizza” by 
Skin Yard and “Flight of Plato” by 
Asphalt Jungle. For those who want 
to end a relationship in Japanese, 
there are several suggestions, includ- 
ing “Don’t cry” and “I really don’t 
love you any more so I’m going to 
change my phone number.” 

Yikes! Who would have thought 
the English language contained 
enough interjections to fill a 214- 
page book? 

By George, it does, and the 
proof lies in “Zounds! A Browser’s 
Dictionary of Interjections” (St. 
Martin’s Griffin). Mark Dunn, 
aided by Sergio Aragones’ illustra- 
tions, explains the origins and uses 
of more than 500 interjections from 
“aaayy” to “zzzzzp.” 

Dunn describes eight catego- 
ries of interjections, including 
emotive response (“ouch,” “oops”), 
greetings and farewells, and 
expletives — “dang” and “Holy 
Toledo” are among the polite ones.

Five hundred Hong Kong natives 
are in Orlando to learn about a cul- 
ture with a vocabulary and manners 
much different from the one they 
know.

Hong Kong Disneyland visi- 
tors will accept the effusiveness 
if the workers are trained proper- 
ly, said Danni Mikler, a manager 
at Walt Disney World. “If we do a 
proper job of training and sharing

International employees rou- 
tinely work at Disney World and 
leaders of Tokyo Disneyland and 
Disneyland Paris were trained 
there. But Disney’s never had so 
many international trainees at 
once.

who haven’t had the opportunity to 
come here,” Mikler said. 

The trainees arrived in January 
and will leave in May. In addition to 
a regular work schedule, they take 
seminars on customer service, mar- 
keting, leadership and Disney’s his- 
tory and philosophy. They are also 
learning the minutiae of greeting 
guests and keeping parks clean. 

“You greet a guest, and, when 
they wear their mouse ears, you say, 


‘Oh Mickey, how are you today?”’ 
said Jenny Yip, 24. “Or, when they 
dress like a princess, you say, ‘Oh 
princess, how was your day?”’ 

The workers also learn Disney’s 
characters. In a class, they wrote 
down all those they remembered; 
Poon said she was sheepish she 
didn’t know Mulan, from the 1998 
movie. In China, trainee Virginia Li 
Yuk Wing said, “Winnie the Pooh is 
big. Mickey Mouse is big. But some 


of the smaller characters, like the 
Muppets, people don’t know.” 

For many trainees, the most chal- 
lenging part is acquiring Disney’s 
effervescence in front of visitors. 
“We don’t often take a proactive 
role in talking to people who we’re 
not familiar with,” Li said. “But here, 
you say ‘hi’ to everyone. It doesn’t 
matter who the person is. It’s ‘Hi! 
Good morning! Have a magical

Can the cardinals vote for anyone 
they want to vote for? Or are there 
“nominees” for the job? 

Yes, a cardinal may vote for 
whomever he wants to vote for. 
There are no “nominees,” per se. 
In fact, the method of election 
known as compromise or commit- 
tee, in which after a period of dead- 
lock a delegated committee brings 
back the name of a recommended 
candidate (used only very few times 
in the past) was abolished in Pope 
John Paul II’s revised rules. 

Do you think the conclave will 
extend many days? 

My best guess, and it’s only that, 
is that conclave will last four days. 
Why? One vote today, first day. Then 
a “winnowing” process over the next 
day (about four to five ballots), then 
the consensus or compromise for a 
bold choice will become apparent. I 
don’t think the cardinals themselves 
will want a lengthy conclave. 

Do you think John Paul M’s papa- 
cy opened the door for other non- 
Italian cardinals to be considered? 

Yes, JPII changed the rules and 


expectations in so many ways. I real- 
ly think that the next pope will be a 
non-Italian and a non-European. 

The face of the Church is chang- 
ing; the center of gravity is shift- 
ing. The cardinals will sincerely (I 
believe) look for the best and holiest 
man for the job — and they will look 
“outside the box,” so to speak. 

What do we know about this Saint 
Martha’s House where the cardinals 
are staying? These guys are accus- 
tomed to good food, right? 

There’s no such thing as a bad 
meal in Rome. And you can bet the 
cardinals are well-served for break- 
fast, lunch and dinner — unlike the 
notorious papal election of 1271. The 
people of Viterbo withheld food and 
water (and, most importantly wine) 
from the foot-dragging cardinals, 
before they tore the roof off the bish- 
op’s palace in January to make them 
come to a decision!

Ah , spring in our nation's capital. And this year ; it 
includes not just cherry blossoms and kites on the 
Mall [ but also a new home team. The Washington 
Nationals brought major league baseball back to 
town last week , after an absence of more than 30 
years. Baseball fans and cherry blossom tourists have 
helped set new ridership records on Metrorail. Seven 
days in April alone have already joined the top 25 
dates in Metro history for total passenger trips on 
Metrorail. In fact , April 1 4 registered the fourth 
highest ridership total in Metro history ; with 766 , 1 84 
passenger trips , many of them attributable to the 
Nationals' home opener. Even more record ridership 
is likely this spring. 

As the tourist season intensifies , Metro customers can expect to see 
even bigger crowds , including tourists who aren't always sure how 
to use Metro. (Imagine how you would feel if you were from a 
different city or country and had to navigate a transfer from the 
Green to the Red Line at Gallery Place during rush hour.) If you're 
a veteran Metro rider ; be on the lookout for folks who might need 
help and offer to direct them if you know the way. 



Metro worked hard to welcome the fans who will be 
converging all summer on Robert F. Kennedy 
Stadium for Nats home games. Hundreds of Metro 
employees spread out around the rail system on 
opening day last Thursday to answer customers' 
questions and help fans get to RFK for the home 
opener. The Nationals finish up a two-game home 
stand against the Florida Marlins tonight and host 
the Atlanta Braves tomorrow night and Thursday 
afternoon. Metro offers easy access to home games 
at RFK via Metrobus routes 96, 97, B2 and D6, or 
Metrorail to the Stadium-Armory stop — where 
inspiring new escalator canopies will welcome fans 
at both station exits. For some great ideas for
